a.  All  batteries  of  the  battalion  are  continuing  on  the  job 
training  and  cross-training  programs. 

b.  Batteries  conduct  weapons  familiarisation  training  when  fa¬ 
cilities  and  missions  permit. 

4.  (C)  Operations: 

a.  The  beginning  of  the  reporting  period  found  C  Battery  lo¬ 
cated  at  BLnh  Son,  coordinates  XS  208  934*  attached  to  the  9th  Infantry 
OiTision  participating  in  Operation  Colby.  They  remained  in  that  loca¬ 
tion  until  the  end  of  the  operation  on  4  February  when  they  returned  to 
Bear  Cat. 


b.  Battery  B  remained  at  Bear  Cat  until  6  February  when  they 
were  attached  to  the  1st  Infantry  Division  and  air  lifted  to  Fhuoc  Vinh 
to  provide  ba3e  camp  security.

•«  Operation  Junction  City.  On  22  February,  the  battalion  be¬ 
gan  it*  participation  in  Operation  Junction  City.  At  the  atari  of  the 
operation  the  battalion  was  located  as  follows:  Headquarters  and  Bata 
tery  C  at  Quan  Loi  with  the  mission  of  direct  support  to  Taak  Force  Dix¬ 
ie  and  defense  of  Qum  Loi.  Battery  A  at  Lai  Khe  with  the  mission  of 
base  omap  defsnse.  Battery  B  at  Phuoc  Vinh  with  the  mieeion  of  base 
oamp  defense.  On  24  February,  Battery  C  displaced  three  howitsers  to 
An  Loc,  coordinates  XT  753  874  to  support  an  operation  of  the  tst  Bat¬ 
talion,  10th  Cavalry  (ARVN)  and  the  36th  Ranger  Battalion  (AR7N).  There 
were  no  contacts  and  the  howiteere  returned  to  Quan  Loi  at  1745  hours.

Battery  B,  1st  Battalion, 
84th  Artillery  van  attached  to  the  battalion  and  occupied  positions  at 
XT  766  610.  On  6  Mar  oh,  Battery  A,  6th  Battalion,  27th  Artillery  was 
given  the  mission  of  general  support  to  1st  Infantry  Division  reinforcing 
7th  Battalion,  9th  Artillery  .  Battery  C  and  Battery  A  (-),  6th  Battalion, 
2?th  Artillery  displaced  to  coordinates  XT  769  797.  Battery  B,  1st  Bat¬ 
talion,  5th  Artillery  became  goneral  support  to  1st  Infantry  Division 
reinforcing  7lh  Battalion,  9th  Artillery  and  placed  three  howitsers  at 
coordinates  XT  804  848  and  three  hceriteers  at  An  Loc,  coordinates  XT  758  874 
Highway  13  remained  open  until  1600  hours  on  6  March  at  which  time  Bat¬ 
tery  B,  1st  Eattalion,  84th  Artillery  and  Battery  A  (-),  6th  Battalion, 

27th  Artillery  displaced  to  Quan  Loi.  Battery  C  displaced  to  coordinates 
XT  706  816  to  support  the  1st  Brigade,  let  Infantry  Division.  The  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  batteries  were  relieved  of  ths  general  support  mission  to 
1st  Infantry  Division  reinforcing  7th  Battalion,  9th  Artillery.  On  8 
March,  Battery  0  displaced  tc  Quan  Loi,  coordinates  XT  803  900.  On  9 
March,  Battery  A,  6th  Battalion,  27th  Artillery  and  Battery  B  fired  an 
LZ  preparation  for  the  4th  Battalion,  39th  Infantry.  Battery  C  dis¬ 
placed  to  coordinates  XT  736  935  and  Battery  B,  1st  Battalion,  84th  Ar¬ 
tillery  oeoupied  positions  at  coordinates  XU  725  012  in  support  of  the 
3rd  Squadron,  5th  Cavalry.  Battery  C  later  displaced  te  Loo  Winh,  coor¬ 
dinates  ZD  74 6  074.  On  10  March,  Battery  C  displaced  to  coordinates 
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M  Iff  to  provide  blocking  fires  for  tbs  3rd  Squadron,  3th  Cavalry 
Md  later  displaced  to  coordinates  XT  736  935  to  provide  cover  for  move¬ 
ment  beak  to  Quan  Loi.  Battery  B,  1  st  Battalion,  64th  Artillery  returned 
to  (Run  loi,  coordinates  XT  01  (  701.  Battery  C  displaced  to  Quan  Loi, 
coordinates  XT  800  900.  On  11  March,  the  road  olearing  operation  on  High* 
way  13  began.  Battery  A  (-),  6th  Battalion,  27th  Artillery  and  Battery  C 
displaced  to  coordinates  XT  760  773  and  Battery  B,  1st  Battalion,  04th 
Artillery  moved  to  Choo  Thanh,  coordinates  XT  767  612.  On  12  March,  Bat¬ 
tery  B  occupied  positions  at  An  Loo,  coordinates  XT  750  074.  Battery  B 
1st  Battalion,  7th  Artillery  became  general  support  to  let  Infantry  Di¬ 
vision  reinforcing  7th  Battalion,  9th  Artillery  and  occupied  firing  posi¬ 
tions  at  Bau  Bang,  coordinates  XT  706  464.  On  13  March,  three  howitzers 
of  Battery  B  displaced  to  Quan  Loi,  coordinates  XT  $13  906  to  support  an 
operation  of  the  36th  Banger  Battalion  (ARVN) ,  Those  howitzers  returned 
to  An  Loo  at  1706  hours.  Battery  A  (-),  6th  Battalion,  27th  Artillery 
end  Battery  C  moved  to  coordinates  XT  765  759  due  to  the  difficulty  of 
defending  the  first  position  area.  Battery  C  fired  three  contact  mis¬ 
sions  with  no  surveillance.  During  the  night  the  perimeter  of  Battery 
C  was  probed  by  an  estimated  Viet  Cong  company,  however  there  were  no 
friendly  casualties.  On  14  Mar  oh,  Battery  B  displaced  to  coordinates 
XT  706  821  in  order  to  be  able  to  give  fire  support  to  Battery  C.  On 
15  Karoh,  the  battalion  headquarters  moved  to  Lai  Khe,  leaving  a  control 
ejeamht  at  Quan  Loi  to  clear  and  control  fires  for  the  northern  portion 
of  the  road.  Battery  C  fired  one  contact  mission  with  no  surveillance. 

Ob  16  March,  Battery  C  fired  a  content  mission  with  the  results  of  an 
estimated  5  Viet  Cong  killed.  On  17  March,  Battery  C  fired  a  contact 
mission  with  no  surveillance .  On  10  March,  Battery  C  again  fired  one 
contact  mission  at  an  estimated  Viet  Cong  company  with  the  results  of 
an  estimated  27  Viet  Cong  killed.  On  19  March,  Battery  B  displaced  to 
Bau  Bang,  coordinates  XT  706  466  and  Battery  B,  1st  Battalion,  7th  Ar¬ 
tillery  moved  to  coordinates  XT  781  021 .  Battery  C  fired  an  LZ  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  1st  Brigade,  let  Infantry  Division.  One  contact  mission, 
instigated  by  a  probe  ’of  the  perimeter,  was  fired  by  Bhttery  B  with  no 
surveillance.  At  0040  hours  on  20  March,  the  position  area  of  Battery 
B  and  Troop  A,  3rd  Squadron,  5th  Cavalry  cams  under  heavy  mortar  and 
ground  attaek.  Battery  A,  7th  Battalion,  9th  Artillery,  Battery  A,  0th 
Battalion,  6th  Artillery  and  Battery  B,  let  Battalion,  84th  Artillery 
fired  in  defense  of  the  perimeter.  (kinships,  flare  ships,  air  strikes, 
and  a  relief  foroe  were  called  in.  The  perimeter  was  attacked  by  tvra 
battalions  of  the  273rd  Viet  Cong  Regiment  end  one  local  Viet  Cong  Cobh 
pany.  Tbs  battle  lasted  for  approximately  seven  hours  and  resulted  in 
280  VtHMtomg  killed  by  body  count.  Battery  B  suffered  19  wounded  in 
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The  rounds  tended  were  as  follows:

On  21  March#  Battery  A#  8th  Battalion#  6th  Artillery  departed  Lai  Khe 
and  was  replaced  by  Battery  A#  1st  Battalion#  11th  Artillery  who  became 
general  support  to  1st  Infantry  Division  reinforcing  7th  Battalion,  9th 
Artillery.  On  22  March#  Battery  A  (-)#  6th  Battalion#  27th  Artillery 
and  Battery  C  displaced  to  coordinates  XT  735  819.  At  1955  hours  on  25 
March  the  ARVN  compound  at  Chen  Thanh  came  under  mortar  attack.  Battery 
B,  let  Battalion#  84th  Artillery  delivered  fire  on  suspected  mortar  lo¬ 
cations.  There  were  no  US  casualties.  At  2131  hours#  the  Headquarters# 
4th  Battalion#  39th  Infantry  came  under  mortar  attack.  Battery  A#  6th 
Battalion#  27th  Artillery#  Battery  B#  1st  Battalion#  84th  Artillery  and 
Battery  C  fired  on  suspected  mortar  locations.  There  were  no  US  casual¬ 
ties.  On  26  March#  Battery  A  displaced  to  Bau  Bang#  coordinates  XT  786  466 
and  Battery  B  moved  to  Lai  Khe  coordinates  XT  759  362.  On  28  March,  the 
HOW  Battery#  2nd  Squadron#  11th  Armored.  Cavalry  Regiment  closed  into  po¬ 
sition  at  coordinates  XT  737  821  and  assumed  the  mission  of  general  sup¬ 
port  to  1st  Infantry  Division  reinforcing  7th  Battalion,  9th  Artillery. 
Battery  A,  1st  Battalion,  11th  Artillery,  was  relieved  of  the  mission  of 
general  support  to  1st  Infantry  Division  reinforcing  7th  Battalion,  9th 
Artillery  and  departed  from  Lai  Khe.  On  29  March#  HOW  Battery#  2nd  Squad¬ 
ron,  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  replaced  Battery  B,  1st  Battalion,  84th 
Artillery  at  Chon  Thanh#  coordinates  XT  766  611.  Battery  B#  1st  Battalion# 
84th  Artills  ry  was  relieved  from  attachment  to  the  battalion  and  returned 
to  Bear  Cat.  The  battalion  was  relieved  of  the  direct  support  mission  to 
the  1st  Brigade,  9th  Infantry  Division.  On  1  April#  the  battalion  assumed 
the  mission  of  direct  support  to  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  to  se¬ 
cure  Highway  13.  The  HOW  Battery#  3rd  Squadron#  11th  Armored  Cavalry 
Regiment  became  general  support  to  the  1st  Infantry  Division  reinforcing 
7th  Battalion#  9th  Artillery  and  oocupied  positions  at  Chon  Thanh#  coor¬ 
dinates  XT  766  611  and  HOW  Battery#  2nd  Squadron#  11th  Armored  Cavalry 
Regiment  displaced  to  coordinates  XT  737  821*  Battery  B  moved  to  Bau 
Long#  coordinates  XT  790  546.  At  2236  hours  on  9  April#  Battery  A  fired 
one  contact  mission  at  a  target  near  its  perimeter.  A  search  the  follow¬ 
ing  day  found#  gnuce,  sandles,  poncho,  blood#  a  field  pack#  and  one  Chi¬ 
nese  grenade.  On  15  April#  the  battalion  was  relieved  of  the  direct  sup¬ 
port  mission  to  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  and  waa  released  from 
wfctaobwsnt  to  the  1st  Infantry  Division.  Battery  C  remained  attached  and 
displaced  to  An  Loc#  coordinate*  XT  758  674.  Headquartere  Battery#  Bat¬ 
tery  A  and  battery  8  returned  to  lear  Cat.

On  21  April,  Battery  A 
occupied  positions  at  coordinates  XT  758  329.  The  battery  remained  there 
overnight  and  returned  to  Lai  Khe  on  22  April.  The  battalion  assumed  the
